A mure serious factor, however, ( 


is the low standards of conduct that 
are so widely prsvslcnt. We live in 
a so-callod Chrislain land, in which 
the vast number of Chrislain chur- 
ches, Protestant, and Roman Cath- 
olic, and the Jewish synagogues and 
temple-,, and institutions of other 
religions, ought to typify high in ch- 
aracter and conduce. 


Unfortunately without being pess- 


atimistie about it, or disregarding 
the actual wholesome influence of 
, 


all thcs'j institutions of religion, we 
have to face the fact that a wide- 
spread secularism, materialism, a- 
nd low morality is all too evident. 
And this debasement of ideals seem 
to have increased in recent years. 


If youth was surrounded by the 


example and demands of Christain 
standards and ideals, outside of the 
home as well as inside the problem 
would not be everywhere prevalent. 


Thus it seems to me, the prob- 


lems of homelife, and the discipline, 
guidance, and shaping oC the gener- 
ation of tomorrow, comes down to 
the matter of raising the general 
level of society. I think we need a 
little more of that Purtain consci- 
ence, if we can have it without the 
intolerance and hypocrisy which so- 
metimes marred its purity and pur- 
pose. At its best the Purtain consc- 
ience meant Christianity in action, 
and its best is badly needed in a 
world in which distinctions between 
right and wrong arc too often sad- 
ly blurred.
